The famous 
Brazos 
river forms our western boundary, 
and the Navasota river the eastern. 
The county is well watered wit!) 
brooks flowing from tile jirairies to 
the river, which 
furnish 
fish of 
several varieties, while the forests 
abound with squirrel, Fixes, raccoon, 
opossums, deer, wild cat, etc. Fowls 
of all kinds ar- plentiful. The comi­ 
ty is about equally divided between 
prairies and 
forests—prairies 
are 
generally tne more elevated land, 
and slope gradually to tile forests 
which surround them. Tim county 
is noted for its fine free schools in 
tile country—which average alxnit 
six months in the year, although in 
the thickly settled communities the 
schools last from nine to ten months, 
m aking it possible for every child in 
tile county to receive an education.
